Itisextremely difficult to secure a 
“vatch’ of clover or grasses and even 
if a stand of these cultivated grasses is 
secured one, or at most two crops will 
exhaust the moisture in the soil and 
the succeeding crops will be failures. 
During dry years these statements 
apply to all but the northern districts 
of the prairie provinces,

head. From 21/2 to 3 bushels per acre 
should be sown, depending mainly on 
the soil. 
BothFall andSpringRye produce good 


the amount of moisture in 
hay if cut green, but the hay is coarser, 
more difficult to cure than Oat Hay 
and not so palatable. 

During the last few years many 
more silos have been built and with 
the proven success and tow costs of 
construction of both the pit and trench 
silos ensilage crops will be much more 
indemand.

O you remember when I told you about the time Mr. Seal traveled and 
traveled to reach the End-of-the-Earth?

While young they are 
clother in faded brown fur, but, losing this as they grow, the older ones are 
almost naked. Their greatest pride lies in a pair of enormous ivory tisks, 
while, strange to say, the tusks of the female are much Jonger than those of 
the male.
